The Herald’s" correspondent with 
Averill on the 4th, writes: Yesterday 
our operations on Sheridan’s right and 
in the direction of Winchester were 
eminently successful, About half- past 
10 o'clock in the morning Lomax’s di- 
vision of rebelecavalry, then reinforced 
to five brigades; attacke® our line one 
mile north of Darksville on the Win- 
chestet ‘miles of 
Martinsburg. The attack of the army 
was mnade with gallantry, but was as 
gallantly repulsed, althouzh we had 
only engaged a portion of our com- 
mand. The offensive party had three 
in action to our one. Having for a 
short pea ‘the defensive in 
order to the enemy to de- 
velop his reneth: we ‘the’ offen- 
sive and drove Lomax’s whole divis- 
ion at @ very rapid rate over the field, 
through the wouds and past the rifle- 
pits-tu rudely constructed breastworks 
and a distance of néarly fite miles. 
Arriving at this point, the enemy at- 
tempted to make astand, opening with 
artillery and using their whole taval- 
ry force to prevent us crossing Mill 
creek, a small stream which crosses 
the pike and empties into the Opequan 
The engagement in this locality was 
of but unusnally’ spir- 
ited. We charged the enemy, and a 
portion of Powelt and Schoonmaker’s 
brigades would have taken his artille- 
ry had our men been able to get across 
the-creek in the manner in which they 
advanced. Thé enemy partly escaped 

capture by this accident. In the ac- 
tion the Ist Virginia cavalry made a 
splendid charge with great gallantry, 
under Lieut. Col. Chas. E. Cophart, 
and drove the enemy, who was charg- 
ing at the time. Having come upon 
the enemy’s main force we skirmished 
during the rest of the day. while. pre- 
paring for other movements yesterday.
